reorganization 


is a visible effect of SB 160

Students may find their favorite instructors 
behind a desk instead of a podium since many 
faculty members have been reassigned to 
administrative posts because of SB 160. 

The controversial state law declares that any 
member of the faculty who has previously carried 
out managerial functions must become part of the 
administration instead of the teaching faculty. The 
administrative reorganization became effective this 
fall semester. Thus, new positions of assistant 
deans and directors have been created. 

The reason for this provision is to define 
personnel in either bargaining or managing units. 
No person can be a member of a bargaining unit if 
he is carrying out supervisory duties. Classified 
employees belong to different units. 

Before SB 160, department chairmen. had 
supervisory duties but were not considered part of 
the administration. Now, because of the bill, a 
chairman must waive his administrative 


responsibilities to a new administrative post. 

The department heads will continue to make 
recommendations concerning the development of 
curriculum and the maintainance of course 
standards. These are not considered supervisory 
functions. 

According to the bill, assistant deans will 
acquire the management responsibilities of budget 
coordination, evaluating of personnel, preparing of 
schedules and assisting in registration and 
counseling. They must also act as liaison between 
division, work with department chairman on 
curriculum development and perform other duties 
as assigned. 

Although some administrators favor the change, 
Dr. Richard Sneed, vice president of Academic 
Affairs, regrets the changes imposed by the new 
law. He feels the dean’s work will be greater since 
he will have to supervise the coordination of the 
assistant deans and department chairmen.

Trustees discuss systems 
for multi-campus control 


early January. Total cost for site 
acquisition is $4.3 million with 


the RSCCD share $1.78 million 


and the state’s $2.52 million. 

Although the state has acted 
negatively towards spending 
funds for more facilities, recent 
figures by the State Department 
of Finance show that the college 
will be nearly 60 per cent above 
capacity by 1985. 

Another area where changes 
are occuring is with physically 
disabled students. 

The bill will bring about three 
changes in SAC’s program. First, 
all handicapped would now 
come under the same budget 
instead of separate ones. 
Secondly, the definition of 
handicapped students has been 
expanded to include 
communication and _ learning 
disabilities. Lastly, the bill will 
expedite new programs as well as 
Maintain good quality in existing 
ones. 

The district will be obligated 
to service the severely disabled 
student as well as those who 
require extensive remediation 
prior to undertaking regular 
college course-work.

Wanted: One job for female 20 years old. General 
Skills, typing 45+, salesmanship experience, two 
years college completed. 

Run an ad . this seems to be the only 
productive way to get a job today. 

When you hear people speak of the 8 per cent 
unemployment rate here in this county, don’t be 
too quick to be skeptical. Finding a job today 
through various resources isn’t as easy as it might 
once have been. 

A month ago, | set out on a trek with three 
bombshell plans in getting a job. 

1. Use the local newspaper classified section, 
besides how can you go wrong with TheRegister? | 
began searching in the classifieds and circled my 
interests of General Office, General Help, Salesgirl, 
Cashier, Kennel Help and Waitress, having some 
background in each area. 

| began calling each one hoping to set up an 
interview. Many asked if | could come in that day. 
It wasn’t until | visited the various jobs that | 
found how eluding the employers could be in 
advertisement. 

The Kennel help ad explainedin the paper, general 
front office, but turned out to be a cleaning job 
for the dog cages and feeding animals two times a 
day. 
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| traveled on to a waitress position hoping to 
find a respectable job with BIG TIPS. | was led 
downstairs to a basement dive. | was then 
expected to show my bar waitress ability to a 
sixty-year-old hippie proprietor. | quickly excused 
myself explaining that | wouldn't be a good 
bar-hop due to the deathly allergy | had just 
acquired to alcohol. 

As the week went on, my name_ and 
background were left at various places, and | 
received the wise words, ‘‘Don’'t call us, we'll call 
you.”

SB 160 brings forth 
new executive levels 


SB 160 has created new administrative positions at SAC. The 
purpose of the reorganization is to define personnel as either 
administration or faculty so that each representative group may be 
placed in its prospective bargaining unit. 


Although the new administrators have created a feeling of 
positivism, el DON feels caution should be the watchword and urges 
students and faculty to examine the new administration carefully 
lest a labyrinth of red tape and confusion resu!t. 


SAC has been remarkably successful in adapting to the changes. 
Proponents argue that the new system is beneficial to the college 
because of the greater accessibility students and faculty have to the 
deans. Advocates also feel the new organization will encourage 
creative curriculums for the divisions. 


However, the new organization may create more problems than 
advantages. el DON is skeptical of new administrative channels since 
they may create communication barriers. The deans will need to 
coordinate the tasks of the assistants and department chairman. 
Channels of communication may criss-cross and lead to additional 
paperwork and confusion. 


el DON advises the new administrators to work closely with 
faculty and students since effective administration can only come 
about through cooperation between both groups. 

The new administrators should take care that they do not become 
so involved in administrative duties that they widen the gap between 
themselves and the students. 


The relationship of the new administrators and the rest of the 
faculty may be shaky in some departments since former instructors 
have joined the administration. Thus, associations may be strained 
because of the change in positions. 


el DON does hot harbor antagonistic feelings toward the assistant 
deans and wishes them well in their endeavors. But e\ DON asks the 
administrators to work with the department chairmen, instructors 
and students to create more efficiency rather than administrative 
hurdles.
